About  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum 


The  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  opened  to  the  public  on  September  12,  1992. 
In  the  preceding  1 0 years  following  the  original  donation  from  Mr.  Stanley 
Reynolds  in  1 982,  extensive  planning  and  research  was  undertaken  supporting 
the  selection  of  artifacts,  the  development  of  the  museum  physical  plant  and 
the  development  of  the  core  exhibits. 

The  museum  features  an  outstanding  collection  or  more  than  5,000  artifacts, 
both  static  and  operating.  The  collection  includes  more  than  246  cars,  1 1 1 
trucks,  44  bicycles  & tricycles,  35  motorcycles,  7 buses,  74  aircraft,  206  tractors, 
600  pieces  of  agricultural  equipment,  industrial  machines  from  the  1 890s  to  the 
1 970s  and  many  smaller  items. 

Visitors  can  enjoy  hands-on  displays,  audio-visual  shows,  artifact 
demonstrations,  interpreter-led  programs  and  special  events  throughout  the 
year.  During  the  summer,  the  hiss  of  a steam  tractor,  the  roar  of  an  airplane, 
and  the  purr  of  a vintage  luxury  sedan  bring  to  life  the  spirit  and  speed  of 
change  on  the  prairies.  Ride  in  one  of  the  vintage  automobiles  or  feel  the  thrill 
of  flying  in  one  of  the  fully  restored  vintage  biplanes. 

The  Reference  Centre  boasts  more  than  18,000  publications  and  25,000  trade 
literature  items  including  repair  manuals  and  dealer  catalogues.  This  is  believed 
to  be  the  largest  public  collection  of  its  kind  in  Canada. 

The  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  operates  a state-of-the-art  restoration  shop  and 
conservation  lab.  Through  viewing  windows,  the  visitor  can  see  conservation 
and  restoration  projects  in  progress.  Included  in  the  museum  are  a 1 20-seat 
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theatre,  a boardroom,  two  assembly  rooms  and  the  1 20-seat  restaurant.  Full 
catering  services  are  available. 

Canada's  Aviation  Hall  of  Fame  is  an  on-site  partner  with  the  Reynolds-Alberta 
Museum.  Contributions  made  by  Canada's  flying  elite  are  presented  through 
biographical  panels,  records,  and  flight  memorabilia.  Together  with  the  vintage 
aircraft  on  display,  this  is  one  of  the  most  significant  aeronautical  exhibits  in 
Canada.

Alberta  Museum  Society.  This  organization  is  involved  in  fund-raising, 
designated  projects,  hosting  special  events  and  community  promotions.

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Origins 

Birth  of  the  motorcycle 


In  1 868,  American  Sylvester 
Howard  Roper  invented  the 
first  motorcycle,  powered  by 
steam.  In  1885,  German 
Gottlieb  Daimler  invented  the 
first  gasoline  engine-powered 
motorcycle. 


The  man  credited  with  inventing  the 
world's  first  motorcycle  died  at  age  73  of 
a heart  attack  while  testing  one  of  his 
machines  at  a bicycle  track  near  Harvard, 
Massachusetts,  in  1 896.  American 
Sylvester  Howard  Roper  (1823-1896)  is 
recognized  as  the  first  person  to  fit  an 
engine  to  a two-wheel  vehicle.  Using  a 
two-cylinder  coal-fired  steam  boiler  under 
the  seat,  Roper's  motorcycle  was 
remarkable  for  its  compact  dimensions 
and  performance.  He  was  clocked  on  the 
track  at  a remarkable  64  km/h  (40  mph) 
on  the  day  he  died. 

German  engineer  Gottlieb  Daimler 
(1834-1 900)  is  the  man  who  is  widely 
credited  with  inventing  the  internal

combustion  engine  motorcycle  as  well  as 
pioneering  the  modern  internal 
combustion  engine  and  the  modern 
automobile  industry.  In  1 885,  Daimler, 
who  by  all  accounts  was  a relentless 
perfectionist  and  workaholic,  and  his 


partner  Wilhelm  Maybach  (1846- 
1 929),  patented  their  four-stroke 
engine.  Later  that  year,  they 
attached  a Daimler  air-cooled 
single  cylinder  (264  cc,  0.5  hp) 
engine  to  a wood  frame  bicycle 
with  belt  drive  and  invented  the 
first  gasoline-engine  motorcycle. 

Daimler  would  later  go  on  to 
attach  his  engine  to  a horse 
carriage,  building  his  first 
purpose-built  automobile  in 
1889. 

The  invention  of  the  gas 
engine  in  1876  made  the 
invention  of  the  motorcycle 
possible.  The  gas  engine  was 
compact  and  could  be  easily 
attached  to  existing  bicycles. 


With  a supply  of  engines  and  bicycles 
readily  available,  inventors  naturally 
combined  the  two.  By  the  mid-1 890s, 
motorcycles  were  produced  commercially 
and  European  builders  of  gasoline 
powered  two-  and  three-wheelers 
flourished.  The  late  1 890s  was  a rich 
period  for  new  motorcycle  companies.  In 
these  years,  Ariel,  Norton,  Matchless 
(Britain),  De  Dion  Bouton  and  Rene-Gillet 
(France),  Bianchi  (Italy),  and  Motosacoche 
(aka  MAG)  (Switzerland)  were  established. 
In  America,  Indian  sold  its  first  bike  to  the 
public  in  1901,  and  Harley-Davidson  in 
1 903.  Soon  after  the  start-up  of  the 
American  motorcycle  industry.

The  Early  Years 

Motorcycles  arrive  in  Western  Canada

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The  first  motorcyclists  in 
Western  Canada  used  their 
machines  for  work,  pleasure 
and  adventure,  but  often 
endured  severe  conditions  to 
do  so.  They  soon  established 
clubs  to  organize  racing 
events. 

Alberta's  pioneer  motorcyclists  were  a 
hardy  bunch.  They  endured  a harsh 
climate,  a short  riding  season  and  rough 
roads.  The  only  pavement  was  in  urban 
centres  like  Calgary  and  Edmonton.  As 
late  as  1 929,  motorcyclists  riding  outside 
major  centres  had  no  choice  but  to  use 
gravel  roads  that  made  up  Alberta's  990 
kilometre  (612  mile)  highway  system. 

Early  motorcycles  were  not  very 
reliable,  adding  to  the  challenge  of  riding

them.  Wet  weather  frequently  caused 
magneto  ignition  systems  to  fail  and  the 
•tire  technology  of  the  day  meant 
punctures  were  common.  Yet,  such  tough 
conditions  did  not  deter  early  motorcycle 
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enthusiasts.  In  1 926,  Wetaskiwin  newly- 
i weds  Laurence  and  Olive  Chaffee  took 
i their  Henderson  sidecar  outfit  to  Nelson, 
i British  Columbia,  some  800  kilometres 

1(495  miles)  away,  a monumental  journey 
in  that  day. 

Easy  transportation  from  the  United

brought  to  Alberta  prior  to  the  First  World 
War  were  American.  Excelsior,  Indian  and 
Harley-Davidson,  America's  'Big  Three', 
dominated  the  market,  but  makes  like 
Cleveland,  Flanders,  Flying  Merkel, 
Neracar,  Pope,  Reading-Standard  and  Yale 
were  also  owned  here.  Due  to  higher 
shipping  costs  from  Britain,  there  were 
fewer  imports  in  Alberta,  but  marques 
such  as  BSA,  Coventry  Eagle,  Francis- 
Barnett,  Matchless,  Norton,  Scott  and 
Triumph  were  known  to  exist  in  the 
province. 

Many  early  motorcycles  were  purchased 
as  utilitarian  vehicles  used  for  work.  The 
public,  however,  was  quick  to  buy

transportation,  touring  and  for  racing. 
Early  interest  in  racing  led  to  the 
formation  of  Alberta's  first  motorcycle 
clubs  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton,  cl  91 2, 
to  organize  race  events. 

The  number  of  registered  motorcycles 
in  Alberta  has  grown  from  403  in  1 922, 
the  earliest  record  existing,  to  about 
60,000  in  2004.

Motorcycles  are  the  solution 
when  a compact,  highly 
manoeuvrable,  affordable 
work  vehicle  is  required. 

If  there  is  one  motorcycle  people 
instantly  recognize  as  a working 
motorcycle,  it  is  likely  the  police  bike. 
That's  not  surprising.  Police  forces  across 
North  America  have  used  motorcycles 
from  the  earliest  days  of  motorized 
patrolling. 

In  Alberta,  the  Royal  Northwest 
Mounted  Police,  Alberta  Provincial  Police, 
and  police  services  in  Edmonton  and 
Calgary  used  motorcycles  as  early  as 
1912-1913.  Municipal  and  the  provincial 
government  in  Alberta  also  used 
motorcycles  for  deliveries  and  water 
meter  inspections.  By  1914,  Alberta 
Government  Telephones  utilized 
motorcycles  as  service  vehicles. 

Sidecars  were  often  fitted  to 
motorcycles  and  used  as  light  delivery 
vehicles.  To  haul  even  more  payload.

In  1937,  the  Alberta  Motor /Association 


(AMA)  put  motorcycles  to  work 
in  a highway  patrol  service 
that  provided  complimentary 
assistance  to  the  motoring 
public.  By  1 947,  the  AM7\^ 
motorcycle  patrol  aided 
tourists  and  monitored  major 
sections  of  highway  between 
Edmonton  and  Jasper,  Calgary 
and  Banff,  Calgary  and 
Claresholm,  and  Calgary  and 
Red  Deer.

engines.  In  the  1 950s,  Cushman, 
Trailmaster  and  Tote  Goat  motorbikes 
were  put  to  use  in  oil,  geological  and 
seismic  explorations,  with  a dealership  for 
the  vehicles  in  Wetaskiwin. 

Motorcycles  continue  to  be  important 
work  vehicles.  BMWs  and  Harley- 
Davidsons  are  popular  with  police 
authorities  around  the  world.  Specially 
equipped  Honda  STl  1 00s  and  BMW  RTs 
enable  paramedics  in  Europe,  Australia 
and  the  United  States  to  quickly  reach 
those  in  need.  Firefighters  use  BMW 
RI 1 OORTs  as  first  response  units  in  the 
narrow  streets  of  Hong  Kong.  The 
motorcycle  is  an  affordable  commercial 
vehicle  widely  used  throughout  Europe, 
Asia  and  Africa.

Out  of  Africa 

The  Harley-Davidson  pictured  at  left 
spent  most  of  its  life  in  Africa  as  a work 
motorcycle.  Missionary-pastor  Elmer 
Pearson  purchased  it  new  in  the  United 
States.  Needing  a vehicle  to  haul  gear  in 
Africa,  he  outfitted  the  Harley  with  a 
sidecar  and  shipped  it  to  the  Belgian 
Congo  (now  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
the  Congo). 

After  Pearson's  mission  was  completed, 
he  sold  the  outfit  to  a second  missionary- 
pastor,  Clyde  Carlson.  Working  out  of  the 
village  of  Gbado,  Carlson  would  ride  the 
outfit  to  communities  50  to  70  kilometres 


away.  Occasionally  he  would  travel  "a 
couple  of  hundred  miles",  according  to 
friend  Bob  Thornbloom,  who  himself  was 


the  son  of  missionaries  and  born  in

years  old  when  Carlson  let  him  ride  the 
Harley  by  himself  at  the  Mission,  an 
experience  he  never  forgot. 

Soon,  Carlson's  work  was  completed 


and  the  Harley  outfit  was  sold  again  to  a 
third  missionary-pastor,  Orville  Davis. 

Davis  used  the  rig  while  in  the  Congo, 
then  sold  it  to  the  local  mechanic  and 
returned  to  the  United  States  in  1 960. 

The  African  mechanic  was  a small  man 
who  could  barely  reach  the  ground 
when  seated  on  the  bike.  Consequently, 
the  bike  was  stored  and  seldom  ridden. 

In  1 964,  Thornbloom  returned  to  Africa 
and  wanted  to  ride  the  Harley  again. 
Unable  to  get  a proper  battery,  he  had  to 
weld  an  external  frame  to  hold  a 6-volt 
battery. 

Some  years  later,  the  current  owner, 
Vern  Peterson,  was  working  in  the  Congo 
as  a volunteer.  He  knew  the  history  of 
the  African  Harley  and  acquired  it  from 
the  African  mechanic  by  trading  the 
Harley  for  a new  Yamaha  off-road 
motorcycle.  This  Harley-Davidson  is 
unrestored  and  exhibited  in  original 
condition.

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Motorcycle  Evolution 

From  bike  shop  to  hi-tech 


Motorcycles  evolved  from 
bicycles,  but  primitive 
components  like  bicycle 
pedals,  hub  gears,  single- 
speed transmissions,  and 
suspension-less  rigid'  frames 
were  abandoned.  Modern 
motorcycles  employ  highly 
advanced  technologies,  many 
of  which  are  electronic  and 
computer  controlled. 

Motorcycles  have  evolved  from  simple 
devices  that  owners  could  maintain  with 
common  hand  tools,  to  complex 
machines  that  require  trained  technicians 
to  perform  routine  maintenance.  As 
motorcycle  technology  advanced  over 
time,  the  service  garage  became  more 
important  for  maintenance  and  repair 
and  sometimes  service  garages 
themselves  were  the  source  of  innovative 
technology.  Today,  there  are  motorcycles 
that  use  high  technology  systems  that 
rival  those  of  new  automobiles.

intercom  system,  your  passenger  asks  you 
to  stop  to  take  a few  photographs.  You 
pull  into  the  next  scenic  outlook, 
applying  the  power-assisted  braking 
system  with  computer-controlled  anti-lock 
brakes  and  come  to  a stop  with  the  nose 
of  the  bike  pointed  awkwardly  downhill. 
You  put  the  bike  into  reverse  gear  and  an 
electric  motor  moves  the  bike  backwards 
uphill  to  level  pavement.

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Today,  most  motorcycle  dealerships 
feature  a large  area  prominently 
displaying  their  latest  and  flashiest 
machines. 

It  wasn't  always  this  way.  Up  until  the 
early  1 960s,  before  the  emergence  of 
dedicated  dealerships,  the  few  new 
motorcycles  displayed  were  squeezed 
into  any  available  floor  space  in 
motorcycle  repair  shops,  service  stations 
or  even  hardware  and  department  stores. 
When  there  was  no  space  inside  a few 
bikes  would  be  lined  up  outside,  weather 
permitting. 

The  five  Hondas  seen  here  might  easily 
have  been  sitting  outside  a cycle  shop  in

Influences  after  the  Second  World  War 


After  the  Second  World  War, 
British  motorcycles  gained 
favour  over  American 
machines.  In  the  1 960s, 
Japanese  motorcycles  became 
accepted  and  dominated  the 
marketplace  by  the  1970s. 

The  British  motorcycle 
industry  collapsed  in  the 
1 980s.  Baby  Boomers  drove 
sales  in  the  1 990s  and 
continue  to  do  so. 

Post-Second  World  War: 

The  British  Invasion 

Glenn  Turple,  owner  of  Turple  Bros. 

Ltd.,  has  witnessed  60  years  of 
motorcycle  trends  in  Western  Canada.  He 
said,  "In  the  1 950s,  British  bikes  sold  well. 
They  were  lighter  and  easier  to  handle 
than  American  bikes.  They  were 
technically  more  advanced.  They  forced 
changes  on  Harley".  During  this  post-war 
period  the  major  British  makes  became 
popular  and  overtook  the  marketplace

Late  1 950s  - early  1 960s: 

The  Japanese  Invasion 

In  1 958,  the  first  Hondas  arrived  in 
Canada.  Recalls  Turple,  "We  didn't  like 
them.  We  didn't  want  them".  That  year, 
Turple  Bros,  sold  five  Hondas.  In  1 959, 
that  number  jumped  to  1 7.  By  1 960,  the 
dealership  sold  70  Hondas  and  was  soon 
selling  more  Hondas  than  any  other 
make.  This  was  the  start  of  the  so-called 
Japanese  Invasion. 


1970s:  Decline  of  the  British 
motorcycle  industry 

By  the  1970s,  motorcyclists  had  widely- 
accepted  Japanese  makes.  Meanwhile, 
the  British  motorcycle  industry  was 
faltering,  and  Harley-Davidson  was 
fighting  quality  control  problems. 


1 980s:  The  Rise  of  large 
displacement  motorcycles

class  of  motorcycle  emerged  - the  luxury 
tourer.  Led  by  Honda's  GL1200  Gold 
Wing,  the  other  Japanese  companies  also 
introduced  large  touring  machines. 

1 990s;  Baby  Boomers  drive 
the  market 

During  the  1 990s,  Baby  Boomers 
began  buying  more  motorcycles.  Many 
customers  were  returning  to  the  sport 
after  an  absence.  Cruiser  and  touring 
motorcycles  gained  in  popularity. 

Today:  Baby  Boomers  and  women 
are  significant  influences 

Turple  says  Baby  Boomers  continue  to 
drive  motorcycle  sales,  and  now  they  are 
starting  to  buy  for  their  grandchildren. 
One  notable  trend  is  that  more  women 
are  joining  the  sport.  Five  years  ago, 
women  comprised  some  5 per  cent  of 
students  enrolled  in  Alberta  Safety 
Council  motorcycle  training  courses.

Bill  Hoar  sold  magazine  subscriptions  to 
raise  funds  for  his  junior  high  school.  This 
project  introduced  him  to  a life-long 
passion  for  motorcycles.  It  was  the  late 
1 960s,  and  as  a perk.  Bill  could  select 
one  subscription  for  himself.  He  chose 
Cycle. 

"I  don't  remember  wanting  a 
motorcycle  before  getting  Cycle 
magazine,  and  I only  got  that  because  I 
thought  it  would  be  better  than  a 
gardening  title,"  Bill  laughs. 

He  read  the  magazines  from  cover  to 
cover  and  pored  over  the  ads,  especially 
those  for  the  Honda  SL90.  His  dad  took 
note,  and  offered  to  buy  Bill  a 
motorcycle.  Father  and  son  went  to 
Turple  Bros.  Motorcycles  in  Red  Deer,  and 
1 4-year-old  Bill  was  devastated  to  learn 
there  were  no  candy  apple  red  Honda 
SL90s.

Working  in  an  Edmonton  vintage 
motorcycle  parts  emporium,  Nick  Oland 
can't  count  the  number  of  times  he's 
heard  the  same  story.

Heidi  Delle  likes  the  unique  and  the 
extraordinary.

"IVIy  Velo  Solex  was  the  only  one  in 
town,"  Heidi  says.  "It  wasn't  all  that  cool 
and  it  was  a little  weird,  and  I liked  that. 
In  1976  Heidi  was  16  and  living  in  San 
Diego  County.  Even  though  she  could 
drive,  Heidi  refused  to  get  her  learner's 
license.  Her  dad  bought  her  the  Velo 
Solex  because  it  qualified  as  a 'power 
bike'  and  she  didn't  need  a permit  to 
ride.  And  ride  she  did. 


The  Velo  Solex  took  her  to 
school  and  the  mall,  and  on 
weekends  she'd  ride  it  1 7 
miles  (27  kilometres)  to  the 
beach.  She  also  tried  riding  it 
up  Mt.  Palomar,  a 5,000  foot 
(1,524  metre)  peak.

Western  Canadian  legends 


Western  Canada's  motorcycle  history 
was  shaped  by  industry  pioneers  with  a 
passion  for  two-wheeled  freedom. 

This  was  a time  when  a handshake  and 
a man's  word  were  enough  to  allow 
these  early  businessmen,  many  in  pre-war 
times,  to  establish  reputable  and  thriving 
motorcycle  retail,  parts  and  service  shops. 

Whether  the  business  was  in 
Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan,  Calgary  and 
Red  Deer,  Alberta,  or  in  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  these  pioneers  have  become 
motorcycle  legends,  each  in  their  own 
right. 

It  is  founders  such  as  Trev  Deeley  Walt 
Healy  Bernie  and  Lawrence  Nicholson 
and  Glenn  and  Rex  Turple  who  have 
shared  their  knowledge  and  enthusiasm 
with  a multitude  of  fledgling  riders. 

Trev  Deeley

1 960s,  after  he  became  the  Honda 
motorcycle  distributor  in  1 957. 

His  grandfather  Alfred  Deeley  moved 
from  England  to  British  Columbia  in  1914 
and  opened  'Fred  Deeley,  the  Cycle  Man'. 
Both  Trev's  grandfather  and  father  were 
Harley-Davidson  retailers. 

Successful  with  Honda  and 
subsequently  Yamaha,  in  1973  Trev  set 
up  Fred  Deeley  Imports  Ltd.,  which 
remains  Canada's  sole  Harley-Davidson 
distributor. 

As  a racer,  Trev  was  the  first  Canadian 
to  hold  an  American  Motorcycle 
Association  National  Expert  plate,  his 
famous  No.  22. 

Trev  Deeley  was  also  the  first  non- 
American  invited  to  sit  on  the  Harley- 
Davidson  board  of  directors,  a position 
he  held  from  1 986  to  1 99 1 . In  1 993,  he 
contributed  one  million  dollars  to 
Fairview  College  in  Alberta  to  help 
establish  a motorcycle  technical  training 
centre.  In  the  same  year,  the  Trev  Deeley 
Motorcycle  Museum  in  Richmond,  British 
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1 937  Indian  Junior  Scout  Lender;  Fred  Deeley  Imports  Ltd.,  Richmond,  BC  Country  of  Origin:  United  States

Columbia,  opened  to  house  the  family's 
lifetime  collection  of  antique  and 
collectible  machines. 


Walt  Healy  of  Walt  Healy  Motorcycles 
started  out  by  operating  a delivery 
service,  using  a 1 9 1 8 Harley-Davidson 
motorcycle  with  a sidecar  rig  to  haul 
everything  from  groceries  to  paint,  and 
even  pianos. 

In  1931,  Walt  wished  to  upgrade  and 
visited  the  Calgary  Indian  dealer.  Only  1 8 
at  the  time,  Walt  was  astonished  when 
he  was  told  that  he  could  buy  the  entire 
contents  of  the  shop  for  only  $ 1 00. 

Walt  moved  the  parts  into  his  living 
room  and  serviced  motorcycles  in  a 
neighbourhood  garage.  His  shop  soon 
became  his  livelihood.  In  1 963,  Walt  took 
on  Yamaha,  an  association  that  continues 
today;  Walt  Healy  Motorcycles  dealership. 
Walt  was  a competitive  hill-climb  and

flat  track  racer  and  loved  to  perform 
dangerous  motorcycle  stunts.  He  was  a 
founding  member  of  the  Calgary 
Motorcycle  Club  in  1 926  and  the  Ace-Hy 
Motorcycle  Club  in  1 938.  Walt  was 
instrumental  in  promoting  the  sport  of 
motorcycling  and  legendary  for 
mentoring  cyclists  both  new  and  old. 

Bernie  & Lawrence  Nicholson 

Modern  Motorcycle  Mechanics,  the 

service  bible  for  the  average  Joe 
maintaining  his  own  machine,  was 
written  byJ.  Bernie  Nicholson  of 
Nicholson  Bros.  Motorcycles  in  Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. 

Bernie  and  his  older  brother  Lawrence 
began  their  motorcycle  operation  by 
importing  a 1 93 1 DOT  from  England  and 
nailing  packing  crates  together  in  1 933 
for  their  storefront.  This  was  an  ambitious 
undertaking  for  two  boys  from  a farming 
background  whose  seed  capital  was

savings  from  a paper  route.  The  business 
eventually  grew  into  a thriving  retail 
operation  with  worldwide  mail  order 
catalogue  distribution. 

Bernie,  a Captain  with  the  Royal 
Canadian  Electrical  Mechanical  Engineers 
during  the  Second  World  War,  trained 
motorcycle  dispatch  riders  in  the  proper 
operation  and  maintenance  of  their 
machines.  He  was  the  only  Canadian  to 
be  asked  his  opinion  of  the  new  Harley- 
Davidson  shaft  drive  military  motorcycle, 
the  XA. 

The  skill  and  expertise  of  Bernie  and 
Lawrence  has  earned  Nicholson  Bros,  an 
unprecedented  reputation  for  quality 
sales  and  service. 

Glenn  & Rex  Turple 

Glenn  Turple  started  his  life-long 
association  with  motorcycles  in  1 946 
when  he  dragged  a 1 926  Harley- 
Davidson  JD  back  to  the  family  farm  at

and  in  the  fall  he  ordered  a 350  cc 
Panther  from  Nicholson  Bros.  Motorcycles 
in  Saskatoon.  His  brother  Rex, 
meanwhile,  was  attending  school  in 
Calgary  and  working  at  a local  British 
motorcycle  shop. 

In  1 949  Glenn  and  Rex  established 
their  hobby  business.  Olds  Motorcycle 
Sales  and  Service,  on  the  family  farm.  The 
pair  worked  from  a 1 4 x 1 6 foot 
outbuilding  until  1 956  when  they  moved 
to  downtown  Red  Deer  and  renamed 
their  shop  Turple  Bros.  They  sold  and 
serviced  new  British  machines  and  added 
Honda  to  the  fold  in  1 959. 

Both  brothers  loved  motorcycling,  with 
Rex  making  a name  for  himself  in  flat 
track  and  dirt  track  racing  while  Glenn 
always  preferred  touring.  Still  passionate 
about  riding,  Glenn  has  logged  over  one 
million  miles  and  continues  to  log  miles 
on  a late  model  Honda  Gold  Wing.

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Customizing 

The  art  of  personal  expression 


When  the  motorcycle  was  the 
sole  means  of  transportation, 
it  was  modified  out  of 
necessity.  Today,  motorcycles 
are  recreational  vehicles  for 
many  people  and  they  are 
customized  to  reflect  the  spirit 
of  the  individual. 

The  idea  of  customizing  appeared  with 
the  first  motorcycles  and  manufacturers 
were  quick  to  offer  authentic  accessories. 
A 1 926  Harley-Davidson  Enthusiast 
magazine  advertisement  listed  numerous 
accessories,  such  as  an  illuminated  1 00 
mph  speedometer  ($23.50  U.S.),  a 
sidecar  windshield  and  leg  cover  ($  1 5.50 
U.S.),  an  ammeter  ($3.50  U.S.),  a 
sheepskin  saddle  cover  ($3.25  U.S.)  and 
spotlight  ($4.00  U.S.). 

In  Britain  during  the  1 930s,  some 
owners  stripped  their  bikes  of  headlights, 
generators,  fenders,  toolboxes,  and 
stands,  reducing  weight  to  eke  out 
greater  performance.  After  the  Second

World  War  in  the  late  1 950s  and  1 960s, 
this  phenomenon  would  re-emerge  and 
the  cafe-racer  style  was  born.  Cafe  racers 
were  high  performance  street  bikes 
modified  to  look  like  lean,  fast  road 
racing  machines.  The  Gus  Kuhn  Norton 
and  Triton  are  fine  examples  of  this  style. 
Other  names  that  characterize  the  cafe 
racer  are  Dunstall  Dominator,  Dresda 
Metisse,  Tribsa  and  Rickman.  In  Europe, 
the  cafe  racer  tradition  is  carried  on  by 
such  manufacturers  as  Bakker 
Framebouw  (Holland),  Moko  and  Egli 
(Switzerland),  and  Magni  (Italy). 


The  American  chopper  or  cruiser  style 
so  familiar  today  originated  in  the  1 940s 
when  owners  of  older  motorcycles  simply 
cut  off  damaged  parts  like  fenders, 
creating  bobbers,  the  original  choppers. 
Since  then,  extended  front  forks,  high 
and  wide  handlebars,  a wide  rear  tire, 
chrome,  polished  aluminum  and  flame 
paint  schemes  typify  customization, 
American-style.

Motorcycle  clothing  fashion 
and  safety  have  been  linked 
from  the  time  when  horsehide 
jackets  were  popular  to 
present  day  when  popular 
rider  wear  is  made  of  high 
technology  waterproof 
textiles  with  body  armour. 

Motorcyclists  quickly  recognized  the 
need  for  clothing  that  would  protect 
them  from  rain,  wind,  the  cold  and  in 
crashes.  The  British  company 
Belstaff  revolutionized 
motorcycle  clothing  when  it 
created  the  first  waterproof 
textile  'Wax  Cotton'  (Egyptian  ‘ 
cotton  treated  with  natural  oils)

and  started  producing 
motorcycle  apparel  in  1 924. 

Even  at  that  time,  motorcycle 
manufacturers  such  as  Harley- 
Davidson  offered  a wide  range 
of  clothes.  A 1 926  Harley- 
Davidson  advertisement  shows

a horsehide  leather  coat  ($21 .00  U.S.), 
leather  riding  breeches  ($18.00  U.S.)  and 
even  a leather  helmet  ($3.50  U.S.). 

After  the  First  and  Second  World  Wars, 
motorcyclists  adapted  surplus  military 
clothing  such  as  aviator  leather  helmets, 
goggles,  army  boots  and  coats.  This  is 
when  bomber  jackets  became  popular  for 
motorcycle  wear. 

As  motorcycles  got  faster,  safety 
became  a concern.  In  1 953,  University  of 
South  California  professor,  C.F.  "Red" 
Lombard  applied  for  a patent  for  the  first 
helmet  with  an  exterior  shell  designed  to 
spread  the  load  created  by  an  impact  and 
an  interior  layer  of  padding  for  comfort, 
establishing  the  basic  design  of  modern- 
day  motorcycle  helmets.  Based  on  the 
same  concept,  helmets  today  are  made 
with  modern  composite  materials 
including  fibreglass,  aramid  (nylon)  and 
polycarbonate  (plastic). 

With  helmets  recognized  as  important 
safety  gear,  Australia  became  the  first 
country  in  the  world  to  require  helmet

Alberta  enacted  similar  legislation 
in  1967. 

Safety  and  protection  is  a high 
priority  for  motorcyclists.  One 
innovation  in  motorcycle 
clothing  that  enhances  rider 
protection  is  the  use  of  light 
reflecting  materials  for  increased 
visibility  at  night.  Another 
innovation  is  the  use  of  energy- 
absorbing armour  to  protect 
elbows,  shoulders,  knees,  hips 


and,  spine  in  the  event  of  a crash.  Textile 
motorcycle  wear  has  rapidly  gained  in 
popularity  and  currently  outsells  leather 
by  a factor  of  about  eight  to  one.  Textile 
jackets  range  in  price  from  $ 1 50-$ 900; 
leather  jackets  range  in  price  from  $200 
to  more  than  $ 1 000.

In  1 998,  he  was 
inducted  to  the  Motorcycle  Hall  of  Fame 
Museum  in  the  United  States. 

Organized  motorcycle  racing  in  Alberta 
likely  started  in  1912  when  the 
Edmonton  and  Calgary  Motorcycle  Clubs 
were  formed.  Dirt  track  racing  was 
popular  and  could  be  held  wherever 
there  was  a horse  racing  track.  By  the 
1 920s,  competitions  took  place  at  Victoria 
Park  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton's  fair 
ground.  Hill  climbs  were  also  popular, 
and  Airdrie  was  the  site  of  a major  hill 
climb  that  attracted  top  American  racers. 
After  the  Second  World  War,  road  racing 
events  were  held  near  Penhold  at 
Mynarski  Park,  a former  RCAF  airfield. 

Motorcycle  drag  racing  started  in  the 
1 950s  when  race  tracks  opened  in 
Calgary  (Shepard  Raceway)  and 
Edmonton.  In  1967,  a world-class 
motorsport  facility  opened,  Edmonton 
International  Speedway.  It  had  a 4 
kilometre  (2.5  mile)  road  racing  circuit.

Lawrence  Hacking: 

Paris  to  Dakar 

Lawrence  Hacking,  at  age  46,  became 
the  first  Canadian  to  enter  and  complete 
the  legendary  Paris-Dakar  rally  in  2001 . 
He  did  it  on  his  customized  2000  Honda 
XR650R. 

Paris-Dakar  is  a gruelling  10,000  km, 

2 1 day  race  from  Paris,  France  to  Dakar, 
Senegal.  Many  consider  it  to  be  the 
world's  toughest  off-road  race.  Only  35 
percent  of  first-time  racers  finish.  Apart 
from  the  physical  challenge  of  riding  up 
to  800  km  per  day.  Hacking  says,  "the 
real  Dakar  experience  is  discovering  who 
you  are  and  how  you  react  when  faced 
with  an  incredible  challenge." 

The  veteran  off-road  racer  faced  such  a 
challenge  on  Day  1 7,  one  of  the  longest 
riding  days  in  Africa,  from  Bamako,  Mali 
to  Bakel,  Senegal.  "The  bike's  starter  gave 
out,  I overloaded  the  electrical  system.  I 
spent  24  hours  completing  the  course  in 
a series  of  3 trucks.  At  2 a.m.,  I arrived. 
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repaired  the  XR  and  went  on  to  complete 
the  rally.  The  Dakar  was  very  difficult.  If  it 
wasn’t,  it  wouldn't  have  been  as 
satisfying  to  complete.  The  flush  of 
emotion  when  riding  to  the  podium  was, 
and  still  is,  one  of  the  highlights  of  my 
life."  Hacking  beat  the  odds,  finishing 
1 3th  in  the  first  time  competitor  class  and 
58th  in  the  motorcycle  class.

Bob  Cooper,  were  following  their  dream, 
to  race  at  the  fabled  Isle  of  Man  TT.  In

In 
May,  they  quit  their  jobs  and  took  their 
bikes  to  race  at  the  Isle  of  Man.

To  sell  motorcycles, 
advertising  has  employed  a 
fascinating  range  of  messages 
from  the  simple  ride  this 
motorcycle  and  save  money' 
to  the  complex  you  should 
have  something  cool'. 

"You  meet  the  nicest  people  on  a 
Honda!"  is  perhaps  the  most  recognizable 
motorcycle  advertisement  ever  created. 
This  unforgettable  slogan  is  credited  with 
popularizing  Honda,  and  motorcycles  in 
general,  in  North  America  in  the  early 
1 960s.  Yamaha  soon  followed  with  its 
upbeat  "Discover  the  swinging  world  of 
Yamaha"  campaign,  depicting  clean-cut 
models  with  a California  surfing  theme  in 
the  background,  surprisingly  incongruous 
images  for  the  company's  Canadian 
advertisements. 

Some  of  the  earliest  advertisements 
touted  the  motorcycle  as  affordable  and 
practical  transportation.  "Ride  and  Save! 
Do  it  with  a motorcycle!"  proclaimed  a

For  a number  of  companies,  their 
peerless  reputation  was  the  key 
advertising  message.  Brough  Superior 
claimed  itself,  "The  Rolls-Royce  of 
motorcycles",  Indian  was  "America's  finest 
motorcycle",  and  for  a few  years,  BMW 
produced  "The  legendary  motorcycles  of 
Germany". 

Motorcycle  advertising  has  also  focused 
heavily  on  individuality  and  lifestyle;  from 
Victory,  "Never  hear,  'you  have  the  same 
bike  I do",  and  from  Triumph,  "As  unique 
as  a fingerprint".  Creating  advertising 
copy  that  is  meaningful  to  the  audience 
can  be  difficult,  but  for  many 
motorcyclists  this  Harley-Davidson 
advertisement  says  it  all:  "You  come  into 
the  world  with  nothing.  You  leave  the 
world  with  nothing.  While  you're  here, 
you  should  have  something  really  cool. 

It's  time  to  ride".

No  pavement,  no  problem 


Before  there  were  purpose- 
built  dirt  bikes,  motorcyclists 
modified  their  street 
motorcycles  for  off-highway 
recreational  and  competition 
use.  Factory-built  dirt  bikes 
did  not  become  widely 
available  until  the  1 960s. 

In  the  1 963  movie  The  Great  Escape, 
actor  Steve  McQueen  tried  to  escape 
capture  by  German  soldiers  on  a stolen 
enemy  motorcycle.  As  the  soldiers  closed 
in,  McQueen  prepared  to  escape  across 
open  farm  pastures.  Checking  his  fuel,  he 
unscrewed  the  gas  cap,  peered  into  the 
tank  and  rocked  the  bike  side-to-side 
between  his  legs,  sloshing  the  gas.  That 
scene  instantly  struck  a chord  with 
countless  motorcyclists  because  that  was 
the  way  a motorcyclist  checked  the  fuel 
level  in  those  days.  In  private  life,  Steve 
McQueen  was  an  avid  motorcycle 
enthusiast  and  dirt  bike  racer.

They  had  to  remove  parts 
easily  damaged  like  headlights, 
turn  signals  and  mirrors,  fit 
shorter  fenders  that  would  not 
clog  with  mud,  and  alter  the 
gearing. 

In  the  1 960s,  manufacturers 
introduced  models  known  as 
street  scramblers  that  were 
marketed  as  on/off  road 
machines.  From  Britain  came 
popular  motorcycles  such  as 
the  BSAA65  Hornet,  Matchless

By  the  1 970s, 
all  major  motorcycle  companies  were 
selling  dirt  bikes  with  dirt-oriented 
'knobby'  tires,  long  suspension,  and  high 
ground  clearance. 

Off-road  motorcycle  riding 
continues  to  be  very  popular 
today.  About  9,000  dual- 
purpose/off-road motorcycles 
were  sold  in  Canada  in  2003, 
representing  approximately  1 2 
percent  of  total  motorcycle 
. sales.  Off-road  capable

Military  forces  have  used 
motorcycles  for  delivering 
messages,  reconnaissance, 
leading  convoys,  traffic 
control  and  emergency 
deliveries.  Motorcycles 
continue  to  perform  various 
duties  in  military  service. 


In  1913,  the  General  Officer 
Commanding  for  the  2nd  Division 
requested  the  Canadian  government  pay 
$ 1 7.00  to  Pte.  T.  Dawley  to  cover  his 
motorcycle  maintenance  and  repair  costs. 
The  Canadian  military  was  suffering 
equipment  shortages  and  Dawley  had 
been  using  his  own  motorcycle  to 
perform  his  duties  as  the  orderly  for  the 
Niagara-On-The-Lake  Camp  HQ  in 
Ontario.  The  commanding  officer's 
request  for  payment  was  approved  and 
from  that  time,  motorcycles  became  part 
of  Canada's  military  equipment. 

After  1 900,  motorcycles  were  quickly 
adopted  by  military  services  around  the

world.  There  were  attempts  to  make  the 
motorcycle  a fighting  vehicle  by 
equipping  it  with  a machine  gun,  but 
they  proved  more  successful  as  light, 
quick  and  nimble  transport  for  a soldier 
over  rough  terrain. 

During  the  First  World  War,  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  used 
British  and  American  motorcycles,  the 
Clyno  (AJS)  750  V-twin,  Triumph  Model  FI 
and  Indian  Powerplus.  During  the  War, 
Canadian  Dispatch  Riders  (military 
motorcycle  riders  carrying  important 
messages)  saw  service  in  Canada, 
England,  France,  Belgium  and  even 
Russia. 

Motorcycles  were  pressed  into  military 
service  again  for  the  Second  World  War. 
Between  1939  and  1945,  about  700,000 
motorcycles  were  built  for  the  Allies. 
Motorcycles  were  used  for 
reconnaissance,  leading  convoys,  traffic 
control,  emergency  deliveries  and 
transportation  on  military  bases  and 
airfields.  The  Canadian  military  used

Doris  Maron  of  Edmonton, 


Alberta,  is  believed  to  be  the  first 


North  American  woman  to  ride  a 


motorcycle,  solo,  around  the 
world.  An  experienced  WSm 

motorcyclist,  she  anticipated  riding  many 
kilometres  on  rough,  poorly-maintained 
roads  in  remote  parts  of  the  world. 
Wanting  a machine  that  was  reliable  and 
easy-to-handle,  she  chose  a Honda  750 
Magna.  It  has  a lower  saddle  and  is  much 
lighter  than  the  Gold  Wing  she  previously 
owned. 


Maron  outfitted  the  bike  with  a careful 


selection  of  aftermarket  accessories  to 


build  the  workhorse  she  needed.  A 


custom  seat  provides  increased  comfort 
for  long  hours  in  the  saddle;  a windshield 
protects  the  rider  from  wind  and  rain;  the 
plastic  panniers  and  topcase  offer  secure, 
lockable  storage;  and  the  'highway  pegs' 
let  the  rider  stretch  her  legs.
